Tempo of the movement to disengage 
federal government from private enterprise 
is stepping up. Budget Director Hughes 
has called on every government department 
and agency to list and study all their com­ 
mercial activities with a view to eliminating 
many of them. 
Exempt for the present are the functions 
of “lending, insurance and the generation 
and sale of public power.” This includes 
such activities as insurance of home loans, 
loans to small business and electric power 
output of the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
But these will be kept under constant sur­ 
veillance. 
The test of whether the government is to 
provide its own products and services, 
meanwhile, is to hinge on whether these 
items can be obtained on a competitive bas­ 
is at reasonable prices. But sooner or later 
government analysts will encounter mon­ 
opoly situations where private enterprise 
hasn’t tried or had a chance to compete. 


Man And File Sea 


Man against the sea is the theme of one 
story which always holds interest. It is an 
old story, repeated many times over ever 
since man first went to sea in ships. 
The latest episode concerns rescue of sev­ 
en Navy men, who spent more than 50 
hours in the Pacific ocean, after their am­ 
phibian plane developed engine trouble. 
They spent the time on a small raft. 
Some of their emergency equipment 
failed to function. A hole developed in the 
raft. It rained constantly. Waves were high, 
hiding the men from searching planes. 
Finally they were spotted by a B-29 Sup­ 
erfort, a boat and food were dropped, and 
rescue followed None of the men was said 
to be worse for the experience, a tribute to 
the hardiness of Air Force personnel. 
As terrifying as the experience must have 
been it will not deter the men involved from 
continuing in the service. These things are 
just routine for those who fly Uncle Sam’s 
planes over land and water. Man has nev­ 
er quite conquered the sea, but he no long­ 
er is fearful of it.

WASHINGTON UP) — Red China is going through 
the same performance it put on in 1950, with varia­ 
tions 
Its refusal Thursday to discuss a Formosa 
cease-fire in the United Nations doesn’t necessarily 
mean it won’t be glad to talk about Formosa, one 
way or another, outside the U. N. 
It might be glad to, perhaps at a place like Gene­ 
va, completely outside the U. N. It could make 
propaganda, might split the allies a bit, and might 
make a good deal for itself, just as it did the last 
time R went to Geneva, where the West gave up 
half of Viet Nam in Indochina, 
Tile Red Chinese made their first and only ap­ 
pearance in the U. N. in 1950 Then they demanded a 
U N. seat as the price of discussing a Korean cease­ 
fire. They got nowhere. Four years later they were 
willing to discuss Korean and Indochinese problems 
in Geneva. Nothing happened on Korea. They got 
a chunk of Indochina. 
Now they got not only demand a U. N. seat but 
refuse to discuss a Formosan cease-fire They want 
to discuss, they say, only American “ aggression’’ 
against Formosa. This is the history repeating itself. 
In the summer of 1950 Chou En-lai, Chinese for­ 
eign minister, accused the United States of aggres­ 
sion against Formosa when, after the start of the 
Korean War, President Truman threw the 7th Fleet 
around the island where Chiang Kai-shek had taken 
refuge Now Chou once again charges the United 
State* with aggression against Formosa, which he 
claims belongs to Red China. 
In 1950 Russia backed up the Chinese Communists 
by accusing this country of aggression in Formosa 
Now again Russia makes the same charge. The U. 
N in 1950 invited Chou to send a delegation to New 
York to discuss the “ aggression” charge. Chou re­ 
fused at first, changed his mind IO days later. 
At that point he hadn’t demanded a U. N. seat 
as the price of talking about American “ aggression.” 
But by the time the delegation reached New York, 
Red China had entered the Korean War and was 
herself then under the charge of “ aggression.” 
The Communists demanded the U. N. Security 
Council penalize the United States for “ aggression” 
against Formosa but refused to discuss a similar 
charge against themselves. They said the Red Chi­ 
nese in Korea were just volunteers. After a while 
Chou produced a price tag: 
He aid Red China would not discuss a cease-fire 
in Korea unless the Communists got a U. N. seat, 
Chiang’s Nationalists were thrown out of the U. N., 
and the 7th Fleet left Formosa The U. N. wouldn’t 
buy. Red China, instead, was condemned as an ag­ 
gressor. 
Red China in 1953 finally agreed to a Korean 
cease-fire, but not in the U. N. Then in the spring of 
1954 it agreed to go to Geneva to talk about a final 
peace settlement in Korea and a cease fire in Indo­ 
china. That was outside the U. N. and since Na­ 
tionalist China wasn’t involved in Korea or Indo­ 
china, Nationalist China was not at Geneva. 
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around Formosa, but Russia, our 
dangerous enemy, is not going to 
get herself blown up just for China. 
Russia, China and the U S. do 
not want a world war now. The 
Communists want U. S. assurance 
than Chiang Kai-fchek will be kept 
bottled up on Formosa. This will 
free Chinese troops to exploit oth­ 
er parts of Asia. The British hold­ 
ings, Hong Kong, Malaya, Burma, 
Thailand and the parts of Indo­ 
china held by the French, would 
be easier picking for the Reds if 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops are bot­ 
tled on Formosa.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. WI — Rich- 
a rd N. Hamme, research phy sicist, 
heads a staff of acoustical and elec­ 
tronics engineers whose aim is to 
trap sound and to some ex tent de­ 
stroy it. They are working to lessen 
sound on naval ships to avoid de­ 
tection by enemies and in aircraft 
to help eliminate pilot fatigue. 
One of the weapons in the battle 
against sound is a large room 
built on its own foundation, com-) 
pletely independent of the build­ 
ing that surrounds it. It has 12-inch 
concrete w alls, especially hardened i 
on the inside to keep sound in. 
There is a giant paddle, 8 by 16 
feet. Hamme ex plains that sound 
bounces around in different wave 
lengths. The paddle mix es it up 
to make it as equal as possible all 
over the room. 
The staff will determine how long 
it takes to die in the room when 
it is empty ; then with vary ing ob­ 
jects in the room. It then can fig­ 
ure what objects or materials ab­ 
sorb it most readily . 
Hamme say s there is a much 
easier way of ridding the world of 
noise: “ J ust pull the switch. But
